My thinking regarding the political evolution in Saigon is that following 
the formation of a Minh government, there will be negotiations which will 
result more or less rapidly in an agreement on a tripartite government. 
That government will be two-thirds ’’Communist" and one -third controlled 
by them. Our problem aviII be what to do with the Embassy.

n# point, the North will decide to prevent the further evacuation of 
amese.
